The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method of 
encoding data within a system, the method comprising: determining a set of cut points 
in input data, the input data including a sequence of symbols, wherein a cut point is 
determined using a fingerprint representation of a number of sequential symbols in the 
sequence of symbols; segmenting the input data as indicated by the set of cut points; 
for each segment, determining whether the segment is to be a referenced segment; for 
each referenced segment, replacing the segment data of the referenced segment with a 
reference label; for each referenced segment not already present in a persistent 
segment store, storing a reference binding in the persistent segment store, wherein a 
reference binding associates a referenced segment's data and its reference label; 
determining whether any sequence of segments is to be grouped as a reference group; 
for each reference group, replacing the references in the group with a group label; and 
for each reference group not already present in the persistent segment store, storing a 
group reference binding in the persistent segment store, wherein a group reference 
binding associates a reference group's references with its group label.
